(2) surrounding said core, 30- 1 0% by weight of a shell grafted on tc^ the said 
core, said shell composed of a polymer of an alkyl methacryiate, the alkv^l group 
of which has a carbon number ranging from 1 to 4, or ah e mativ e ly oFa ^atist ical 
copolymer of an alley! m e thocrylat e , th e alkyl group of which hao a corbc k

3. (original) An additive according to claim 2, wherein said nucleus is about 90% by wifight of 
said core and, said covering is about 10% by weight. 

4. (original) An additive according to claim 3, wherein said shell consists essentially of 
poly(methylmethacrylaie). 
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5. (original) An impact resistance additive according to claim 2, wherein said core/sJiell! 
comprises from: i 

a) 75% to 85% of 5;aid crosslinked elastomcric core, | 

b) 25% to 1 5% of said shell grafted onto the said core. \ 

6. (original) An impact additive accordhig to claim 2, wherein the covering of the crossKnked 
core has a molar amount ofgrafting agent of between 0.5% and 1 .5%. ^ 

7. (original) An impact additive according to claim 2, characterized in that tlie alkyl mc^acrylate 
used to lorm the shell is methyl meQiacrylate. : 

8. (currently amended) An impact additive according to claim 1 claim 2 wherein the C 1 C8 
csiler of (meth)acrylic acid of the linear copolymer is methyl acrylatc. : 

9. (carrenily amended) An impact additive according to claim 1 claim 2 wherein the 
copolymerizable monomer containing an epoxy group of the linear copolymer is glycidvM

melhacrylate.

1 0. (original) An impact modifier of Claim 2 , wherein the letpolymer is comprised of fj5-75 
party of units derived from ethylene, 20-30 parts of units is derived from a lower alkyl alrrylalc, 

and 5-15 parts of units is derived froni glycidyl methacrylate. ■ 
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
